WAR ON THE MOSQUITO.

A Circular From the Civic Committee 
Women’s Federated Clubs. 


I. 
Mosquitoes breed only 
in (catching 
water, usually fresh, standing wa­ 
ter in artificial places. 
2 
Mosquitoes occur in the vi­ 
cinity in which they breed. 
In ­ 
vasion from long distance is ex­ 
ceptional. 
3. 
The young mosquito or “ wig­ 
gler” lives in water at least ten or 
twelve days. 
4. 
Although the wigglers live 
in water,they must come frequently 
to the surface to breathe. 
5. 
Coal oil on the surface of 
the water prevents the wigglers 
from breathing. 
6. 
Destroy the breeding places j 
and you 
will destroy the mos- : 
quitoes. 
7. 
Empty the water from all I 
tubs, buckets, cans^ flower pots, 
vases, once every forty-eight hours. 
8. 
Fill or d r a i n all pools, 
ditches, and various excavations, 
as postholes left unfilled, etc. 
9. 
Change regularly every day 
all water needed in chicken coops, 
kennels, etc. 
10. 
Treat with coal 
oil, all 
standing water which can not be 
screened or drained (one ounce of 
oil will cover fifteen square feet of 
surface.) 
The oil does not affect 
the water for use if the water is 
drawn from below. 
11. 
Put fine wire netting over 
cisterns, wells and tanks of water 
in every day use. 
12. 
Places in which it is unde­ 
sirable to place oil, such as water­ 
ing troughs for stock, lily ponds, 
etc., can be kept free of the wig­ 
glers by putting in gold fish. 
The 
nymph65 of dragon flies and tad­ 
poles of frogs also feed on the 
wigglers. 
13. 
Clean away all weeds, grass, 
and bushes about ditches, ponds, 
and other possible breeding places, 
since these afford a hiding place 
for the adult mosquitoes. 


15. 
First do away with or treat 
all places where mosquitoes are 
known to breed, and then begin 
work on places where they might 
breed. 
16. 
As a citizen of your com 
Biunity you should feel a personal 
responsibility for the destruction 
(of the mosquitoes in your district 
land seek to co-operate with your 
j neighbors in the work of doing 
j away with breeding places. 
In- 
| spect and treat with coal oil, gut­ 
ters, culverts, ditches, manholes, 
basins, etc., along the 
roadside. 
Manhole covers should 
be screened. 
17. 
Where oil is applied to 
standing water it must be distrib­ 
uted evenly over the surface. 
18. 
Houses should be cleared 
of all winged mosquitoes by the 
burning of insect powder or sul­ 
phur. 
The mosquitoes will fall to 
the floor, and should be collected 
and burned. 
19. 
Relief in any community or 
district depends entirely upon the 
co-operation of the members of the 
community.

^ d u c t e d for the body of Paul Jones 
has boon crow ned W i t h success through 
the discovery of the body and Us lden- 
ttllcation F riday by the highest French 
m edical experts as unquestionably th at 
of the fam ous A m erican adm iral who 
founded the U nited S tates navy. 
A m ­ 
bassador Porter tab led to W ashington 
announcing the successful resu lts of 
his long and difficult search. The body 
Is in goo ! sta ts of preservation con- 
alderling that the interm ent took place 
over IOO years ago. 
The circum stances leading the Anni 
discovery of the body are p articu larly 
Interesting 
G eneral P o rter has con­ 
ducted the search for 
the 
last five 
years, and when congress recently took 
no action on the president’s recom ­ 
m endation for the expenses incident to 
the search, the am bassador continued 
the extensive labors a t hts own e x ­ 
pense. 
A large force of w orkm en were 
engaged night and day In tunneling 
snd cross-tunneling the old HL Louis 
cem etery. 
T his constituted a huge op­ 
eration em bracing nearly a block cov­ 
ered w ith buildings and req u irin g a 
system qf su b terran ean m inings. H u n ­ 
dreds of wooden cask ets were found, 
but not until W ednesday 
w ere u n ­ 
earthed four,leaden cask ets w hich gave 
prom ise of containing the body of the 
adm iral. 
T hree of the*,* bore plate- 
designating the nam e of the deceased 
T he fourth show ed superior solidity of 
w orkm anship. 
No plate Was found on 
this casket and It is supposed It w as 
I rem oved w hen an o th er coffin w as su p ­ 
erim posed on It. 
Tho leaden coffin 
was opened In the presence of G en­ 
eral P orter. Colonel B ailey B lanchard, 
the second secretary of the em bassy, 
and E ngineer W ets, w ho has been d i­ 
recting the excavation. 
The body w as 
found to be V eil preserved, ow ing to 
It being Im m ersed in alcohol. 
It was 
w rapped in a sheet w ith a packing of 
straw and bay. 
T hose present were 
struck by the resem blance of a m edal­ 
lion and bust of the adm iral. 
He wore 
no uniform , decoration of sw ord, all 
such articles having been accounted 
for a fte r the burial. 
The coffin 
Is 
shaped like a m um m y coffin, which 
were com m on In th a t period, w idening 
from the font to th e shoulders w ith a 
round top fitting over the head. 
The coffin w as taken to the m edical 
school, w here Ors. C apitan and P ap i- 
Int, 
distinguished 
professors 
of 
the 
school of anthropology and recognised 
au th o rities 
on 
such 
Investigations, 
were charged w ith m aking a thorough 
exam ination for the purpose of iden­ 
tification. 
To facilitate th is the a m ­ 
bassador furnished them w ith the por­ 
tra its and m edallions, two b u sts by 
H oudll. and au th en tic descriptions of 
the color of the ad m iral’s h air and the 
h eight and m easurem ent of his body. 
A fter the m ost m inute exam ination the 
follow ing facts

T he h air is long, reaching b e­ 
low the shoulders and is combed back 
and gathered In a clasp a t the back of 
the neck.

The linen is in good condi­ 
tion. 
One article bears an Initial w ith

sum ably for safe tran sp o rtatio n as In­ 
dicated In a letter of the* ad m iral’s 
nearest friend and a pall b earer of hi?

C are has been taken to keep the body 
In Its p resen t state of preservation. It 
will be placed In a handsom e casket 
and deposited in a receiving vault of 
the A m erican church until the am bas­ 
sador can learn the opinion of the g o v ­ 
ernm ent concerning the m ost a p p ro p ri­ 
ate m eans of tran sp o rtin g It to the 
U nited S ta te s and giving a fitting sep ­ 
ulchre to the body of the Illustrious 
sailor whose place of burial had so 
long rem ained a m ystery.
